SEOUL, Wednesday (JP) — The 
bis Chinese olfensive overwhelmed 
Finger Ridge, western anchor of 
the flaming 50-mile front in East­ 
ern Korea, y esterday and rolled 
on south. 
The weight of the drive, which 
had hurled back the South Koreans 
east of the Pukhan River, was 
• inifted suddently westward. 
Nearly 6,000 Chinese Reds hit 
Finger Ridge, scene of bitter fight­ 
ing last fall. The ridge was lost 
by noon. 
Then the Chinese surged on 
south toward the Ky oam mountain 
complex. 
The Communist onslaught was 
pressed against the ridge line de­ 
spite a furious rain o.f bombs and 
flaming napalm from about 500 
( planes. 
* 
^ 
The Chinese, apparently bent on 
gaining vital heights before an ar­ 
mistice, drove into the teeth of 
Allied artillery and small arms 
fire. They appeared heedless of 
losses. 
The South Koreans to the east 
along the Pukhan River had only 
just dug into new positions after 
being thrown back two miles by 
the 30,000-man Chinese offensive. 
On their east flank, about 750 
Chinese Reds drove South Koreans 
from seven positions near Christ­ 
mas Hill. 
Thus, with both their west and 
eastern flanks menaced, the new 
South Korean positions along the 
Pukhan may be untenable. 
However, the Reds on the west 
from their new-won Finger Ridge 
positions faced formidable posi­ 
tions on Ky oam Mountain, which 
( is the main anchor on the western 
edge of the .fighting front. 
Ky oam is a complex mountain 
just to the southwest of Finger 
Ridge. Its loss would imperial the 
valley behind and miles of Allied 
territory .

Tell Audience Time 
Has Came For Unity in 
Electricity Production 


Between 2,500 and 3,000 people 
gathered under the big tent pitched 
on the Armory grounds for the 
annual meeting of members of the 
Scott - New Madrid - Mississippi 
Electric Cooperative this morning 
and applauded vigorously the re­ 
port of Judge Elon Pi offer, presi­ 
dent, for the past y ear. 
Judge Proffer took occasion to 
eulogize the later Senator Norris, 
of Nebraska for his support and 
‘lathering’ of the REA and TVA 
programs and he pointed out the 
progress of the local co-operative 
which has grown from a member­ 
ship of 200 to 10,200 with 2,000 
miles of servive lines. 
He reported on the assets and 
liabilities of the association say ing 
the members own and control as- 
Isets Worth $3,979,599.66 against 
which there are liabilities amount­ 
ing to $3,834,160.69 so that the 
members’ equity in the local asso­ 
ciation amounts to $145,438.97. 
Members of the association, he 
went on, have less invested in the 
light and power for their homes 
than they have in automobiles. 
They only have about $8 a y ear in­ 
vested for light and power where­ 
as the investment in an automobile 
runs about $200 a y ear and the 
car will only last, on an average, 
for five y ears. 
Jam es C. Stephenson, manager, 
made a brief talk in which he re­ 
ported, as the main feature of his 
talk, that the REA is in the pro­ 
cess of building 300 more miles of 
service lines which will serve more 
than 1,000 new members. 
The principal speaker of the day 
is Douglas G. Wright, adm inistra­ 
tor for the Southwestern Power

Attorneys For 
Rosenbergs in 
Final Efforts 


Execution Date Stay 
Sought, Poland Offers 
To Take Rosenbergs 


WASHINGTON (/P) — Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Douglas 
today received 
additional 
legal 
papers from attorney s striving to 
save .Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
from death in the electric chair. 
They are asking a stay of ex­ 
ecution set for Thursday night. 
Lawy ers for the Rosenbergs lost 
three separate moves in the Su­ 
preme Court y esterday but final­ 
ly won permission from Justice 
Douglas to present to him what 
they called new arguments. Doug­ 
las told them to come to his cham­ 
bers at 9 a.m. this morning. 
Promptly on the hour, the coun­ 
sellors showed up at the Supreme 
Court Building but an hour and 
a 
half later were still waiting out­ 
side Douglas’ door. 
But through the court’s clerk, 
Attorney s John F. Finerty of New 
York and Prof. Malcolm Sharp of 
the University of Chicago law 
school, sent additional legal papers 
to Douglas. 
Two other lawy ers, Daniel G. 
Marshall of Los Angeles and Fy ke 
Farm er of Nashville, Tenn., also 
showed up with an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 
The activities of Farm er and 
Marshall are opposed by the reg­ 
ular counsel for the Rosenberg’s. 
They filed a similar application in 
New York, but it was denied y es­ 
terday by U. S. District Judge Ir­ 
ving R. Kaufman, who described 
them as “intruders and interlop­ 
ers” in the case. 
Kaufman is the judge who sen­ 
tenced the Rosenbergs to death. 
Emanuel H. Bloch, chief counsel 
of record for the Rosenbergs, did 
not go to Douglas’ chambers with 
Finerty and Sharp. He was in 
New York to take the two Rosen­ 
berg sons, Michael, 10, and Robby , 
6, to visit their parents in Sing 
Sing prison. 
Bloch was expected back here 
late today . He indicated y esterday 
he would file a new petition for 
clemency from President Eisen­ 
hower if legal maneuvers failed 
to win a stay of execution for the 
Rosenbergs. 
Eisenhower rejected one such 
appeal last Feb. 11.

Western Union Offering 
Hotel Reservation Help 
Western Union inaugurated a 
new hotel reservation or “Room 
Finder” service tociay to remove 
the guesswork, frustration and as­ 
sorted headaches involved in get­ 
ting hotel rooms in distant, crowd­

manager. 
Acting for the traveler in the 
destination city, Western Union’s 
reservation bureau will call select­ 
ed hotels, locate the type of room 
desired, and confirm the reserva­ 
tion by telegram. As a result the 
traveler will save time, worry and 
the extra telegraph expense in­ 
volved in wiring several hotels in 
a search for rooms. 
Where the traveler wants a res­ 
ervation in advance but is not 
leaving immediately, the Western 
Union representative will call one 
to four hotels named by the patron 
and reserve the type ol room re­ 
quested. If no hotels are specified, 
the telegraph company will call 
hotels offering the type of accom­ 
modations wanted by the custo­ 
mer. Details of the reservation are 
then wired collect. The total charge 
is the two-way telegraph tolls plus 
a fifty-cent service fee. 
If the traveler is leaving the city 
immediately, the Western Union 
bureau at the destination city will 
canvass a maximum o.f eight hotels 
either by name or type, as speci­ 
fied. When the traveler arrives, 
he calls Western Union’s reserva­ 
tion desk and obtains the reserva­ 
tion information.

planted to cotton in the three cal­ 
ender years immediately preced­ 
ing the year in which the procla­ 
mation of allotment is made, or 
45 per cent of the highest acreage 
planted to cotton on the farm in 
any one of such three-year periods. 
No allotment to exceed 40 per cent 
of farmer’s cropland. This allot­ 
ment increase, if any, to be taken 
from County and State reserves.” 
These proposals are being studied 
by some of the Representatives 
from cotton-producing areas.

SEOUL, Wednesday (/P) — The 
big Chinese offensive overwhelmed 
Finger Ridge, western anchor of 
the flaming 50-mile front in East­ 
ern Korea, yesterday and rolled 
on south. 


The weight of the drive, which 
had hurled back the South Koreans 
eqist of the Pukhan River, was 
shifted suddently westward. 
Nearly 6,000 Chinese Reds hit 
Finger Ridge, scene of bitter fight­ 
ing last fall. The ridge was lost 
by noon. 
Then 
the 
Chinese 
surged 
on 
south toward the Kyoam mountain 
complex. 
The Communist onslaught was 
pressed against the ridge line de­ 
spite a furious rain of bombs and 
flaming napalm from about 500 
planes. 
* 
The Chinese, apparently bent on 
gaining vital heights before an ar­ 
mistice, drove into the teeth of 
Allied artillery and small arms 
fire. They appeared heedless of 
losses. 
The South Koreans to the east 
along the Pukhan River had only 
.just dug into new positions after 
being thrown back two miles by 
the 30,000-man Chinese offensive. 
On their east flank, about 750 
Chinese Reds drove South Koreans 
from seven positions near Christ­ 
mas Hill. 
Thus, with both their west and 
eastern flanks menaced, the new 
South Korean positions along the 
Pukhan may be untenable. 
However, the Reds on the west 
from their new-won Finger Ridge 
positions faced formidable posi­ 
tions on Kyoam Mountain, which 
, ( is the main anchor on the western 
edge of the .fighting front. 
Kyoam is a complex mountain 
just to the southwest of Finger 
Ridge. Its loss would imperial the 
valley behind and miles of Allied 
territory, 
AP Correspondent Milo Farneti 
reported that South Korean troops

Ridge through a hail of artillery 
and small arm s fire and blazing 
napalm and bombs from about 500 
planes. 
South Koreans still clung to two- 
" irds of the ridges, which guards 
rules of Allied territory behind the 
main line. 
East of the bulge, a Chinese 
battalion of about 750 men drove 
South Koreans from one of seven 
embattled positions near Christmas 
Hill. 
Weary ROK soldiers who bore 
the brunt of the mightiest Red 
offensive in two years dug into 
new positions on the Pukhan River 
front, east of Finger Ridge. They 
were reported holding. 
One American officer said the 
Chinese apparently were surprised 
at their two-mile gains and unable 
to exploit them immediately. 
Assaults by as many as 3,000 
Communists probed Allied lines 
as far east as Anchor Hill, near the 
coast, where more than 1,000 Reds 
were reported killed or wounded 
in a bloody attempt to seize three 
heights from the ROKs.

Judge Proffer took occasion to 
eulogize the later Senator Norris, 
of Nebraska for his support and 
‘fathering’ of the REA and TVA 
programs and he pointed out the 
progress of the local co-operative 
which has grown from a m em ber­ 
ship of 200 to 10,200 with 2,000 
miles of servive lines. 
He reported on the assets and 
liabilities of the association saying 
the members own and control as- 
Isets Worth $3,979,599.66 aglainst 
which there are liabilities am ount­ 
ing to $3,834,160.69 so that the 
m em bers’ equity in the local asso­ 
ciation am ounts to $145.438.97. 
Members of the association, he 
wont on, have less invested in the 
light and power for their homes 
than they have in automobiles. 
They only have about $8 a year in­ 
vested for light and power w here­ 
as the investment in an automobile 
runs about $200 a year and the 
car will only last, on an average, 
lor five years. 
Jam es C. Stephenson, manager, 
made a brief talk in which he re ­ 
ported, as the main feature of his 
talk, that the REA is in the pro­ 
cess of building 300 more miles of 
service lines which will serve more 
than 1.000 new members.

Attorneys For 
Rosenbergs In 
Final Efforts 


Execution Date Stay 
Sought, Poland Offers 
To Take Rosenbergs 


WASHINGTON (/P) — Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Douglas 
today 
received 
additional 
legal 
papers from attorneys striving to 
save Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
from death in the electric chair 
They are asking a stay of e x ­ 
ecution set for Thursday night. 
Lawyers for the Rosenbergs lost 
three separate moves in the Su­ 
preme Court yesterday but final­ 
ly won permission from Justice 
Douglas to present to him what 
they called new arguments. Doug­ 
las told them to come to his cham ­ 
bers at 9 a.m. this morning. 
Promptly on the hour, the coun­ 
sellors showed up at the Supreme 
Court Building but an hour and a 
half later were still waiting out­ 
side Douglas’ door. 
But through the court’s clerk. 
Attorneys John F. Finerty of New 
York and Prof. Malcolm Sharp of 
the University of 
Chicago 
law 
school, sent additional legal papers 
to Douglas. 
Two other lawyers, Daniel G. 
Marshall of Los Angeles and Fyke 
Farm er of Nashville, Tenn., also 
showed up with an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 
The activities of Farm er and 
Marshall arc opposed by the reg­ 
ular counsel for the Rosenberg’s. 
They filed a similar application in 
New York, but it was denied yes­ 
terday by U. S. District Judge Ir­ 
ving R. Kaufman, who described 
them as “intruders and interlop­ 
ers” in the case. 
K aufm an is the judge who sen­ 
tenced the Rosenbergs to death. 
Emanuel H. Bloch, chief counsel

Attorneys For 
Rosenberg; In 
Final Efforts 


Execution Date Stay 
Sought, Poland Offers 
To Take Rosenbergs 


WASHINGTON (ZP) — Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Douglas 
today received additional 
legal 
papers from attorneys striving to 
save Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
from death in the electric chair. 
They are asking a stay of ex­ 
ecution set for Thursday night. 
Lawyers for the Rosenbergs lost 
three separate moves in the Su­ 
preme Court yesterday but final­ 
ly won permission from Justice 
Douglas to present to him what 
they called new’ arguments. Doug­ 
las told them to come to his cham­ 
bers at 9 a.m. this morning. 
Promptly on the hour, the coun­ 
sellors show’ed up at the Supreme 
Court Building but an hour and a 
half later were still waiting out­ 
side Douglas’ door. 
But through the court’s clerk, 
Attorneys John F. Finerty of New 
York and Prof. Malcolm Sharp of 
the University of Chicago law 
school, sent additional legal papers 
to Douglas. 
Tw’o other lawyers, Daniel G. 
Marshall of Los Angeles and Fyke 
Farmer of Nashville, Tenn., also 
showed up with an application for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 
The activities of Farmer and 
Marshall are opposed by the reg­ 
ular counsel for the Rosenberg’s. 
They filed a similar application in 
New’ York, but it was denied yes­ 
terday by U. S. District Judge Ir ­ 
ving R. Kaufman, who described 
them as "intruders and interlop­ 
ers” in the case. 
Kaufman is the judge who sen­ 
tenced the Rosenbergs to death. 
Emanuel H. Bloch, chief counsel 
of record for the Rosenbergs, did 
not go to Douglas’ chambers with 
Finerty and Sharp. He was in 
New' York to take the two Rosen­ 
berg sons, Michael, IO, and Robby, 
6, to visit their parents in Sing 
Sing prison. 
Bloch was expected back here 
late today. He indicated yesterday 
he would file a new’ petition for 
clemency from President Eisen­ 
hower if legal maneuvers failed 
to win a stay of execution for the 
Rosenbergs. 
Eisenhower rejected one such 
appeal last Feb. II.
